LOUISVILliE, Ky., Dec. 29.—Dr. 


Christopher G. Schott, 42, Louisville 
physician, was in jail here early to- 
day awaiting completion 
of argu- 


ments on his motion for bail on the 
charge of murder and Latirene Gard- 
ner, a girl of 13, on whose testimony 
he reilies to bear out his declaration 
that he is innocent was in the deten- 
tion home on a charge of delinquen- 
cy.

Sooth Lima yards until the 
con- 


struction of the Metcalf street via- 
duct is completed. 
The petition fur- 


ther asks that the court order tho 
construction and grant $5,000 dam- 
age which it is claimed has resulted 
from the use of the tracks without 
the construction of viaduct as orig- 
inally agreed. 


Tho petition of the commissioners 


alleges it was agreed a suitable via- 
duct separating the street from the 
railroad tracks was to be construct- 
ed, when permission was granted by 
the city to build tlio eight additional 
tracks, and that construction wus to 
DC completed within two yf.ru of 
the time construction was oruenid by 
tho city council. 
Further charges 


are that the railroad company has 
failed to draft and prepare speci- 
fications and to cooperate with the 
city and county engineer in working 
out "a plan. 


The railroad company in their 


answer "passed the buck" to the 
railroad administration by stating 
they had no authority to carry out 
such improvements without sanction 
of the administration.
